Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

(A) Claims 1 and 18 are directed towards a method for providing a user interface for 
processing an event representing a change in circumstances potentially affecting 
healthcare delivered to a patient. 

The closest prior art of record, Brown (6,458,080), and Du(6,078,982) teach 
managing parameters effecting the comprehensive health of a user and a system for 
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allowing consistent execution of a workflow process in a computer-enabled workflow 
management system. 

However, the closest prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest two 
different categories of parameters, including a global parameter to manage healthcare 
workflow. The closest prior art also fails to teach using a global parameter while 
executing predetermined concurrently operable processes. 

Dependent claims 2-17 and 19-20 incorporate the allowable subject matter of the 
respective independent claims through dependency and are also allowable for the same 
reasons. 

6. Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
